Situated along a meandering stream, Coyote
Creek State Park is nestled in the scenic Sangre de
Cristo Mountains at an elevation of 7,667 feet. The
small, lush creek valley is a good spot to see
flycatchers and warblers in the summer. A park
trail takes hikers through a forest of spruce and
pine.
